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Requirements To Vote, Run 
In City Election on Sept. 16 

Election day for the Greenbelt city council is just three 
months away, on September 16, to be exact. All citizens should 
be aware of the requirements to make them eligible to vote or 


run for office. Do you know, for 
fied to vote, or how to nominate 
when and where to register? 

Here are the regulations for cit¬ 
izen participation in Greenbelt city 
elections. 

Anyone who is eligible to vote in 
Greenbelt city elections is eligible 
to run for one of the five seats on 
the city council. ELECTION DAY 
is September 16, 1975; the term of 
office is 2 years. Councilmen get 
a salary of $2,000 a year; the May¬ 
or $2,400. 

Registration 

REGISTRATION DAY for vo¬ 
ters is ANY DAY, from 8:00 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m. — just go to the city 
offices and sign up with the city 
clerk. If you work during the day 
and can’t register then, wait until 
special registration days, which 
are announced later in the sum¬ 
mer. The last day to register is 
August 18. 

Once you have registered for 
Greenbelt elections, you need not 
register again as long as you live 
here continuously, provided you 
have voted in at least one of the 
two previous city general elections. 
If you’ve never registered here or 
if you moved out of town and 
then moved back or if you missed 
voting in two successive general 
elections, it will be necessary to 
register again under the same pro¬ 
visions. 

Eligibility 

To be eligible to vote in Green¬ 
belt council elections you must be 
a citizen of the United States, at 
least 18 years of age as of date of 
election, and must have lived in 


example, whether you are quali- 
the candidate of your choice, or 

On September 16 there will be 
an election. If five candidates fail 
to win at least 40 percent of the 
votes cast, there will be a run-off 
election' 7 days later. In the run¬ 
off election the ballot will consist 
of those unsuccessful candidates 
receiving the highest number of 
votes up to twice as many names 
as there are positions to be filled.

Judge Dismisses Suit 
Against Greenbriar 

Repercussions from the contro¬ 
versial Greenbriar sewage treat¬ 
ment plant continue to take place. 
On June 4, Circuit Court Judge 
Perry G. Bowen, Jr. dismissed the 
suit filed by Prince Georges coun¬ 
ty seeking $500,000 in damages for 
failure of Greenbriar Associates 
(Allan Kay, developer) to com¬ 
plete construction of the on-site 
sewage treatment plant by Octob¬ 
er 1, 1973. The plant serving the 
Greenbriar condominiums did not 
go into operation until a year la¬ 
ter — October 1974. 

The suit was actually filed 
against the bonding company, Re¬ 
public Insurance Company, which 
had guaranteed a $500,000 bond 
for timely construction of the se¬ 
wage plant. The defendant had 
argued that the deadline had not 
been met because of the failure of 
the various governmental agencies 
to issue the final permits required 
to build the plant. 


Greenbelt continuously from time 
of registration to the election. 
Employees of the U.S. government 
residing in Greenbelt are eligible 
to vote in the city election and run 
for city council posts. 

If you — or your candidate — 
are eligible to vote, here’s what 
must be done to get a place on the 
ballot for city councilman: 

1. — Get at least 50 qualified 
'registered voters to sign a nom¬ 
ination petition form — which 
may be obtained from the city 
clerk. Married women signers of 
petitions should use the form 
Mary Doe, not Mrs. John Doe. 
The records show them as Mary 
Doe and if the city clerk doesn’t 
recognize the name in its married 
form, she may not be able to check 
and accept it. There were roughly 
3,600 registered voters as of the 
last general election. 

2. — Prepare a notarized finan¬ 

cial statement on a form supplied 
by the city clerk disclosing your 
financial interests for the period 
beginning January 1, 1975 and 

ending June 30, 1975. The report 
must list business entities and/or 
real estate in which ownership 
interests as defined in the law, are 
held by you and your family and 
also the source of specified income 
or debts. 

3. — Submit the signed nomina¬ 
tion petition and financial state¬ 
ment, together with a written ac¬ 
ceptance of the nomination to the 
city clerk no earlier than July 1 
and not later than August 4 at 5 
p.m. 

One final requirement, as a can¬ 
didate, you must file with the city 
clerk by noon of September 9, 
a notarized interim report show¬ 
ing all campaign contributions re¬ 
ceived in excess of $25 and the 
names of contributors. A final re¬ 
port is due op September 22.

Judge Bowen concurred with this 
view in dismissing the suit. At the 
time the bond was issued, he said, 
all the requirements of the per¬ 
mit had been satisfied. “After the 
bond was written and performance 
undertaken,” he said, “amendments 
to the law or application of other 
regulations . . . stopped them from 
being attained.” 

The judge concluded that it was 
impossible for the developer to 
perform within the time allotted, 
considering the undisputed facts 
that additional permits were re¬ 
quired when a new Maryland law 
went into effect and that a con¬ 
siderable amount of effort had to 
be expended in getting those per¬ 
mits. The significant thing he said, 
was that the project was ultimate¬ 
ly completed. 

The judge commented, however, 
that the* county had acted in a 
proper way to get a judicial de¬ 
termination of whether or not it 
was entitled to penalty on this 
bond.

All GHI Officers Re-elected 
With James Smith as Prexy

Two new members of the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board of 
directors, Mary Clarke and James Wright, attended their first 
regular Thursday evening board meeting to help consider several 
items of corporation business, ranging from the financially critical 
matter of heating plant renovation to the strictly humanistic 
question of whether the corporation should take a stand on the 
Labor Day Queen pageant. 

James Smith was re-elected un- sion of South End units to hot wat- 


animously as board president, as 
were James Foster and Stephen 
Polaschik for the posts of treasurer 
and secretary respectively. Though 
Hugh O’Donnell and Donald Volk 
were both nominated as vice- 
presidential candidates, Volk 
gained the position in a board 
vote. 

Trim Paint 

The lack of a regular trim- 
painting program for the new 
townhouse complex is leading to a 
deteriorating situation there, ac¬ 
cording to a member of the audi¬ 
ence who offered three informal 
proposals all of which would in¬ 
volve voluntary painting by town- 
house members who would buy 
their paint from GHI. 

Former board member Tom 
White from the floor expressed 
surprise that there should be such 
a problem at all, since he felt it 
was an over-all corporation res- 
sponsibility to maintain a regular 
cycle of trim painting for the town- 
houses as for any other GHI 
homes; director Hugh O’Donnell 
concurred that cooperatives should 
not degenerate into loosely knit 
groups, and Joe Reid of the Aud¬ 
it committee felt that all honrns 
with trim paint problems should 
be treated equally. 

On the other hand, director Vir¬ 
ginia Moryadas saw this self-help 
movement as an attitude to be en¬ 
couraged, while director Norman 
Weyel noted that the townhouse 
exteriors have much more trim to 
maintain than other GHI su¬ 
tures. 

Chairman Smith accepted the 
principle that “trim painting is a 
corporation responsibility which 
should be carried out properly as 
a part of maintenance”, but on ac¬ 
count of the corporation’s tight 
finances sought more information 
bv (a) referring the matter to the 
Finance Committee to see whether 
the cost of trim paint might be 
included in the present home-im¬ 
provement loan set-up, (b) re¬ 
questing estimates of labor and 
material cost for such painting 
from the manager and (e) finding 
from the Aesthetics committee how 
this fits in with the over-all GHI 
painting program. \ 

Heating Renovation 

The subject of the over-all dir¬ 
ection and pace of GHI’s heating 
plant renovation came up in con¬ 
nection with a letter manager 
Breashears has drafted to send to 
the County Air Pollution Control 
Division, which will request post¬ 
ponement of a County-required re¬ 
placement - by July 1977 - of pre¬ 
sent “rotary cup” burners in the 
heating plants. Such replacement 
will mean an outlay of about $175, 
000. draining funds away from 
other projected heating plant chan¬ 
ges which have been given high¬ 
er priorities - at least in the im¬ 
mediate past - by the board and 
staff. 

Chairman Smith urged the board 
to reconsider the over-all prior¬ 
ities at this time. Former director 
Charles Schwan. from the floor, 
suggested that if oil prices go up 
as expected (possible increases .of 
33% to 50% bv next spring were 
predicted during the discussion) 
it would actually be worth replac¬ 
ing th~ burners to gain efficiency, 
even if it meant borrowing monev 
to hire the extra necessary staff 
to do the job. 

Director O’Donnell expressed 
more concern that the conversion 
of South End units to hot water 
heat is taking so long, in view of 
the expected imminent rise in fuel 
prices; he noted again, as he has 
in past meetings, that savings of 
15% to 20% can be accomplished 
b 3 r such conversions. 

In response to Smith’s request 
for specific proposals, O’Donnell’s 
motion to put out bids for conver- 


er heat was passed by the board. 
A second motion by O’Donnell to 
set up a referendum to the mem¬ 
bership on using $32000 of GNMA 
mortgage deferral funds for car¬ 
rying out heating conversion pro¬ 
jects in the North End was con¬ 
sidered premature by Smith who 
felt that first the Engineering and 
Maintenance committee should de¬ 
velop figures on the expected sav¬ 
ings and include the rotary cup 
burner replacement as an alter¬ 
native to present to the member¬ 
ship. Smith also asked the manag¬ 
er to obtain whatever assistance 
he needed to come up with a plan 
for carrying out the actual phys¬ 
ical work. 

Long-Range Planning 

Several other matters of less im¬ 
mediate financial import but still 
of interest to GHI members were 
taken up during the four-hour 
long meeting. The Long-Range 
Planning committee has proposed 
spending up to $1,500 for hiring a 
consultant who would work toward 
obtaining grants for implement¬ 
ing a master plan for renovation 
of GHI property. In Breashear’s 
draft of a letter to prospective 
consultants, such a comprehensive 
project is envisaged as including 
“repair and modernization of pre¬ 
sent housing, . . . grounds (and) 
facilities . . . required for heat¬ 
ing, maintenance and administra¬ 
tion” The board consensus ap¬ 
peared to be expressed by director 
Weyel who urged “Let’s go ahead 
with this,” and the manager’s let¬ 
ter was formally approved. 

Chairmkn Smith brought up a 
question of whether GHI should 
pay a rather large bill submitted 
by the corporation’s auditors for 
time spent on individual member’s 
inquiries. Board members were in 
general agreement that such ser¬ 
vices should be paid for by the 
member or individual concerned, 
when not authorized by the board, 
and Smith accordingly directed the 
manager to so inform the audting 
firm. 

Labor Pay Festival 

A good deal of discussion was 
stimulated by a request for GHI 
support by the Miss Greenbelt 
(Queen) pageant committee. Di¬ 
rector Moryadas voiced opposition 
to supporting the beauty queen 
pageant, because of what she con¬ 
sidered to be a misplaced emphasis 
on values, while at the same time 
approving of payment toward the 
Labor Day Festival as a whole. 
From the floor Tom White agreed 
with her position as did director 
Volk. Some other board members 
did not feel as strongly about the 
issue, but the result of the dis¬ 
cussion was that a sum of money 
($40) was voted toward the Festi¬ 
val without having GHI take an 
explicit stand on the merits of the 
beauty pageant. 

As one final item of interest that 
came up during the Labor Day 
Festival discussion, Janet James 
of th^ Audit Committee proposed 
that GHI create a float for the 
Labor Dav parade, on which fig¬ 
ures would represent several dif¬ 
ferent occupations or professions; 
this oron^sal was endorsed by 
Charles Schwan and others in tho 
audience.

GRAB chairman Robert L. Har- 
dte said that enforcement prob¬ 
lems are created by some persons 
at the park being permitted to 
drink alcoholic beverages at the 
some time others are not. Further¬ 
more, permitting beer consumption 
brings in outsiders, according to 
the committee, and by prohibiting 
drinking litter would decrease. 

Another Outlook 

Gity manager James K. Giese 
did not see the problem as particul¬ 
arly serious, since the number of 
picnic permits allowing the con¬ 
sumption of beer issued each year 
is relatively small and outside or¬ 
ganizations do not receive such 
permits. He did not see that the 
prohibition of beer consumption 
would significantly affect the lit¬ 
ter problem. 

Giese said the more serious 
problem is the consumption of beer 
at the Lake Park in violation of 
city ordinance by both Greenbelt- 
ers and outsiders. He thought this 
problem was no worse at Greenbelt 
than at any other area park at 
which beer consumption is prohib¬ 
ited. 

The views of councilmen varied, 

ranging from support for com¬ 
plete prohibition of beer to elim¬ 
ination of all restrictions on beer 
consumption. Council finally de¬ 
cided to let the matter yeast over 
the July 4 weekend, for further 
consideration at the next council 
meeting on Monday, July 14. In 
the meantime beer permits will 
stall be grahted. 

Elderly Housing 

Anthony Madden of the Senior 
Citizens Housing group reported 
on the results of a poll run in the 
News Review on citizen preference 
for an elderly housing site: 15 
favored the GDC property near 
Crescent and Ridge; 12. the Jay- 
ceee Club House site near St. 
Hugh's; 10, the Center Mall site; 
5, Hamilton Plajce; and 3, other. 

Madden expressed his personal 
preference for the Jaycees site 
for the following reasons: there is 
enough space for something other 
than a high-rise building; the site 
Is near recreational, church, and 
ether facilities; unlike the case at 
the Center Mall site, the project 
would have its own character and 
dominate the environment. 

Council scheduled a later work 
session on the subject. At the 
same time, it voted to extend the 
Jaycee Club House lease, but only 
an a month-to-month basis until 
such time as a decision is reached 
*n the elderly housing project. The 
Jaycces had wanted a long-term 
lease. 

Budget Wrap-Up 

Council gave final approval to a 
25-percent increase in waste col¬ 
lection charges, starting July j. 
The increase for non-apartment 
units will be $1 - from $4 to $5 a 
month for non-ana rtment units. 
Pmr>ortionate increases for others. 

Council approved an increase in 
the fine for parking violations from 
$3 to $5 with a $10 fine if the 
owner does not pav (or r^ouest a 
irial) within 10 days. Effective

Council approved a new uniform 
pay plan proposed bv th^ city’s 
personnel consultant Sam T. Fer- 
ruzza. effective July 1.

ue Sharing 
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Want Citizen Input 
For Parkway Study 

The city council at its Monday, 
June 16 meeting endorsed a re¬ 
port prepared by a subcommittee 
of the Transportation Citizens Ad¬ 
visory Committee (TCAC) on the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
Corridor study. The subcommit¬ 
tee, chaired by Greenbelter Robert 
L. Hardie, submitted its report on 
May 19 to the Transportation 
Planning Board (TPB) of the Met¬ 
ropolitan Washington Council of 
Governments (COG). 

The subcommittee recommended 
that COG and TPB take immedi¬ 
ate steps to assure citizens’ par¬ 
ticipation, in the B-W corridor 
study. Such participation, it said, 
should start in the planning and 
decision making process, and citi¬ 
zen alternatives should be given 
careful consideration. 

The report was critical of the 
Maryland Department of Trans¬ 
portation (DOT) Statement of 
Work dated June 25, 1974, because 
it does not appear to provide for 
utilization of citizen input. It sug¬ 
gested that tentative conclusions, 
recommendations, Maryland DOT 
reports, analyses, etc. should be 
submitted to COG for review and 
response. 

Substantively TCAC is asking for 
an interjurisdictional and inter- 
county impact evaluation of tran¬ 
sportation facilities. “The study 
does not consider the relationship 
of tlie Parkway with other pro¬ 
posed state highway modifications,” 
TCAC noted. “The alternatives to 
be considered should include non¬ 
highway modes (B-O railroad, B- 
W transportation line, Penn-Cen¬ 
tral commuter service and those 
routes that are parallel to the 
Parkway (New Carrollton and Un¬ 
iversity Metro Lines)”. 

TCAC was also critical that the 
study presupposes th e existence of 
the Outer Beltway and does not 
allow for other viable alternatives. 
It was suggested that the Outer 
Beltway and B-W studies be coor¬ 
dinated. 

TCAC suggested the banning of 
all truck traffic from the B-W 
Parkway between Jessup and the 
Baltimore Beltway and continua¬ 
tion of the ban between Jessup 
and the D. C. line. It proposed 
that a destination study for truck 
traffic be performed to determine 
the number of pickup and dis¬ 
charge points in D.C. that utilize 
1-95 and the Baltimore tp Jessup 
section of the Parkway. 

Regional Committee 

Another body adding to the drive 
to have a single environmental 
impact study on transportation 
proposals is the Regional Trans¬ 
portation Study Committee under 
the direction of former Greenbelt 
councilwoman Rhea Cohen of the 
Sierra Club. IMrs. Cohen has asked 
that the B-W Parkway Corridor 
Study be redefined to include the 
area between 1-70S and Maryland 
Route 3, and the District of Co¬ 
lumbia northern border, and the 
entire city of Baltimore. 

The recommendations of the Re¬ 
gional Transportation Committee 
include: 

(1) Resurfacing of the four ex¬ 
isting Parkway lanes, widening 
shoulders and lengthening ramps, 
replanting landscaping and no 
trucks. 

(2) Feeder bus service through¬ 
out the corridor to serve both the 
B & O and Penn Central com¬ 
muter rail lines. 

(3) Commuter rail on both lines 
improved. 

(4) For both rail and bus — 
provision of waiting area shelters, 
benches, parking levels, safe

The Outdoor Manner

Can one individual make a dif¬ 
ference in the battle to save our 
environment? If your answer is 
yes, this may be a good review 
for you. If your answer is no, 
please read on. 

One individual can make a dif¬ 
ference. He may voice his con¬ 
cerns publicly and change what 
he sees as intolerable acts against 
nature through due process of 
law. He may band together with 
ecologists and help in a massive 
clean-up campaign. He may just 
practice good ecology around home 
and recreational areas. 

I am an Assistant Scoutmaster 
of Troop 746 in Greenbelt, Mary¬ 
land and will be presenting a 
series of seven articles on what 
you can do as an individual or 
group to save our environment. 

PART Is LITTER 

Litter is a nice word for trash. 
It is unsightly and unhealthy. 
Cans, paper, bottles, tires or any¬ 
thing strewn on the ground should 
be put in their proper place. It is 
simple to put trash in a litter bar¬ 
rel and larger items may be dis¬ 
posed of properly as well. Keep 
your trash cans covered tightly 
to minimize spillage. Those pop- 
tops from your favorite beverage 
can cut bare feet, choke animals 
or even flatten a bicycle tire. It 
is easy to make a chain out of 
them to recycle or throw away 
later. You may sink them in the 
can after you finish your drink. 

When you dispose of plastic 
ring six-pack holders, break the 
rings apart. (You can even make 
a game out of this. See who can 
pull the most number of rings 
apart!) Small animals or water- 
fowl might become entangled in 
them. Even the ones you throw' 
away at home should be broken. 
At Greenbelt Lake this past fall, 
a duck was entangled for about 
a week with a ring around his 
neck and beak before someone in 
a boat could catch and free him. 

Another danger is fiberglass fish 
line. It is also a trap for small 
animals or even an occasional 
swimmer. When you find some or 
are discarding your broken line, 
pick up a piece of paper, wrap 
the line around it and throw it 
in a litter barrel.

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Interim Sewage Plant 
Proposed For Schrom 

Proposal for construction of an 
interim sewage treatment plant on 
the Schrom property located just 
outside the Greenbelt city limits, 
south of Greenbelt Road is again 
before the county council. Hear¬ 
ings were held last week on the 
proposal as an amendment to the 
10-year County Water and Sewer 
Plan for years 1976-1985. 

The property involved contains 
some 67 acres, zoned as C-2 (com¬ 
mercial, regional shopping center) 
and R-10 (high-rise apartments) 
and is now owned by the Frank- 
ford Drive Limited Partnership 
No. 1 and Northwest Valley Lim¬ 
ited Partnership No. 1. The tract 
is bounded by the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway, NASA pro¬ 
perty, Greenbelt Road, Mandan 
Road Hanover Parkway, Hanover 
Drive, and the Capital Beltway. 

The plan proposes the construc¬ 
tion of a 625,000 gallons per day 
treatment plant at the intersec¬ 
tion of Hanover Parkway and Han¬ 
over Drive, adjacent to the exist¬ 
ing sewer main. The effluent would 
be discharged into a stream out¬ 
side the city limits, flow under the 
Beltway to a stream in Greenbelt 
Regional Park which is within the 
city limits and finally find its way 
to the Anacostia Basin. 

The cost of the treatment plant 
will be borne by Frankford Drive 
Limited and the facility operated 
by the Washington Suburban San¬ 
itary Commission (WSSC). Coun¬ 
ty approval is contingent upon 
the plant receiving the necessary 
State and Federal permits and 
approvals. 

The proposal calls for construc¬ 
tion and operation of the plant in 
accordance with conditions almost 
identical to those applicable to 
the Greenbriar sewage treatment 
plant. Among the 15 stipulations 
are: 

(1) the advanced treatment pro¬ 
cess outlined by Dr. John Cook- 
son with reference to the Green- 
briar plant on February 2, 1972 be 
installed; 

(2) an emergency connection 
with the WSSC public sewer be 
built so that in the event of a 
breakdown, sewage would go dir¬ 
ectly into the WSSC system instead 
of the receiving stream; and 

(3) the plant be closed as soon 
as public sewage facilities become 
available. 

The county council had rejected 
a similar proposal in last year’s 
10-year County Water and Sewer 
Plan,and indications point to a de¬ 
nial of the project again this year. 

The county’s Sewer and Water 
Task force has recommended dis¬ 
approval of the amendment for a 
point of discharge, as did the 
Greenbelt city council. 

At Monday’s meeting, it was city 
council’s feeling that approval of 
the interim plant would give the 
developer an undue advantage in 
his quest for permanent sewer 
capacity. 


Mrs. H. Poland Retires

Parents, teachers, students, al¬ 
umni gathered Thursday evening, 
June 12, to honor Mrs. Helene N. 
Poland at a reception. Mrs. Poland 
is retiring as principal of North 
End Elementary School where she 
has been for the past nine years. 

Incoming PTA president, Gary 
Smith, read a proclamation issued 
by city council which cited Mrs. 
Poland for her 25 years of service 
in the field of education, 22 of 
which were spent in Maryland 
schools. The proclamation noted 
that Mrs. Poland was one of those 
people who had devoted her entire 
adult life to elementary education, 
to creating an atmosphere condu¬ 
cive to learning. 

The PTA also presented Mrs. 
Poland with two figurines, a boy 
and a girl, to symbolize the deep 
appreciation parents and teachers 
felt for Mrs. Poland’s love for 
children. Mrs. Poland, filled with 
emotion, told the audience that 
she knew she “would miss North 
End and miss the children.” 

Mrs. Poland arrived at North 
End in 1966 when the school had 
only 12 classrooms; in 1969 it was 
expanded to 20 classrooms. The 
biggest change, however, occurred 
in January of 1973 when North 
End was integrated and more than 
200 children were bused from 
Washington Heights,' near Land- 
over Mall, to the Greenbelt school. 
Mrs. Poland stated that, “though 
there was a great deal of distrust 
in the beginning of this integra¬ 
tion process, now the children and 
the teachers have adjusted well 
to the mingling of cultures.” 

There is no doubt that Mrs. Po¬ 
land’s departure from North End 
was a decision tinged with some 
regret. “I shall miss my relation¬ 
ships with the children and teach¬ 
ers . . . Everyone asks me what 
I’m going to do, and I tell them 
T'm going home to lose my mind,’ ” 
she commented tersely. “I have 
dedicated most of my adult life to 
the education of the young. I have 
tried to do my best for all child¬ 
ren who have been entrusted to 
my care even though there are 
those who think that education 
can take the place of love and 
discipline which should be prac¬ 
ticed at home.” 

Mrs. Poland will be succeeded by 
Mrs. Jean Miller who has been 
the principal of O. W. Phair Ele¬ 
mentary, Seabrook, since 1971.

Public Forum on Metro 

County Council has scheduled 
three public forums during July 
to give Prince Georges citizens 
their first opportunity in nearly a 
decade to address the entire con¬ 
cept of the Metro rapid rail system. 

The public discussions were part 
of Councilman Parris N. Glenden- 
ing’s May 6 motion to make no 
more commitments to the subway 
until the public again declares its 
support for the multi-million dol¬ 
lar system. 

“I don’t believe county citizens 
voiced their approval for a maze 
of elevated routes ending in mas¬ 
sive parking garages when they 
voted approval of Metro rapid rail 
bonds. These public forums will 
be a citizen’s best opportunity to 
reiterate the need for a first class 
rail system that enhances a neigh¬ 
borhood, not ruins it,” Glendening 
said. 

The New Carrollton and Addison 
Road lines will be built because 
key contracts already have been 
signed. The two longer north- 
south lines— known as the Branch 
Avenue and Greenbelt (Chillum) 
routes—could well be drastically 
affected and perhaps not built at 
all if public aversion to the system 
is clearly voiced. According to 
Council Chairman Francis B. Fran¬ 
cois, Prince George’s final answer 
could well be “no Metro” beyond 
the New Carrollton and Addison 
Road lines. 

The hearing dealing with the 
Greenbelt line will be held July 
15, 7 p.m., at the Adult Education 
Center at the University of Mary¬ 
land.
